Froma report received at Lio 
it is. believed that the wreck o} it 
P. and’O. liner “ Egypt,” which 
foundered after collision off Ushant 
in May last year, has been located 
by the salvage expedition which 
has been equipped to recover the 
specie jn the lost liner. 

» The report states that the pre- 
paration of the necessary 
appliances for salving the specie 
will now Be put in hand, though it 
is anticipated that it will be some 
time before they will be ready. 

When the “Egypt” sank she had 
on board about £1,000,000in specie, 
the insurance of which was largely 
placed at Lloyd's. At first the loss 
was considered irrecoverable, but 
in March this year a Swedish 
engineer came forward with a.plan 
to locate the wreck and salve the 
treasure. |

when the steamer “Hong Moh” 
struck the rocks near Swatow.

[The Singapore s.s. “Hong Moh” 


| was wrecked on, the Boat Rocks, 


Lammock Island, near Swatow, on 
March 3rd, 1921, She was trans- 
porting a large number of Chinese 
coolies, many of whom, jumping 
overboard with their belongings 
fastened to them, lost their: lives. 
The master of the vessel, Capt, 
Holmes, perished in the disaster. 
The China Navigation Co,’s vessel, 
the «ss. “Shansi,” saved the 
European..crew and 38 Chinese 
deck passengers. H.M.S, “Fox- 
love” saved 28 lives. 
Carliste,” on receipt of a wireless 
message, rushed to the scene of 
the disaster, and succeeded’: in 
picking up 201 Chinese. Particu- 
larly gallant efforts were made by 
Capt. Evans who put off from the 


cutter intow. . When the. motore 
boat got near to the wreck a num- 
ber of exhausted survivors were 
observed on the unsubmerged part 
of the wreck, and Capt. Evans 
stripped and swam through the 
tumultuous seas to the wreck with 
alifesline, He succeed in taking 
off several survivors, leaving ‘only 
one man, who ‘was dead in the 
rigging. When at another time 
the propellor of the motorboat 
fouled in wreckaye, Capt. .Evans 
again stripped and entered the 
water to cléar away the obstruct 


Jt was stated that Capt. Evans was 
himself. instrumental in saving 
about a hundred lives. According 
to evidence given at the Marine 
Court of Inquiry there were 1,100 
people aboard the “Hong Moh” 
when she was wrecked.

SHIPPING PROFITS. 
(Continued from page B.J 


Remuneration Question. 
The question of the remuneration 
to be paid to owners was onc Oo} 
considerable difficulty. The Ship- 
ping Controller's instructions were 
that the remuneration was not to be 
appreciably higher or lower than 
that ‘of competing vessels, the 
vessels most directly concerned 
being those of the Indo-China and 
China Navigation fleets. The Hong- 
kong Government urged the Ship- 
ping Controller in London that in 
view of the increase in prices and 
the rise in exchange the remunera 
tion should be payable at exchange 
half 1/9 and half tate of day, This 
was refused, it being again pointed 
out that the payments to owners 
under the Iocal_ scheme must not 
be more favourable than payments 
to owners under the Imperial 
_ scheme. Further representations 
" . were made in the following terms: 
—"it must be remembered that 
the vessels brought under local re- 
quisition are mostly old and in 
more or less bad condition, having 
been discarded, at periods more or 
less remote, from the regular lines; 
with the result that the cast of re- 
pair and upkeep is proportionately 
heavier than in the case of 
vessels, such as those of the Indo- 
China and China Navigation 
Companies, on the regular lines. 
I was aware, when I sent 
my telegram of the gth March, that 
expenses connected with repairing 
to run the vessels; and, in order to 
offer the ownersa sufficient induce- 
“ment todo so, accepted the advice 
of the Control Committee to grant 
the terms stated in the telegram 
‘which I addressed to you on the 
i7tk April. My further recom- 
mendiation in that telegram, that | 
payment should be made half at 
1/9 and half atthe rate of the day, 
was based uponacareful review of 
figures and accounts put forward 
by the local owners. Iam satisfied 
that in, the, case of the ships now 
in question the grant of this ad- 
ditional remuneration is fully justi- 
fied". A similar representation 
. was made to Colonel Thomson, but 
* the Shipping 'Controller could not 
see his way to accede to the re- 
quest, Colonel Thomson had writ- 
.ten on the 25th March, 1918 :—“ you 
will observe that ‘London lays 
greit stress upon the fact that pay- 
ments to owners out East should 
nut be greater than those paid at 
home.” 

A revision of Blue Book rates for 
tramps enabled the Hongkong 
Government to increase its pay- 
ments’ to owners with effect from 
the commencement of the local 
scheme, but about the same period 
notice was given that the orrunge- 
huents as to owners’ commission 
were being modified. It was urged 
that there should not be any re- 
duction in the rate paid’to owners 


* ~——ivde the" Hongkong scheme, and, 


pending receipt of further instruc- 
lions, the full commission was paid 
up to the end of the requisition 
period. Some correspondence on 
the subject ended in May, 1920, 

~ With a letter from the Ministry of 
Shipping :—“I am to say that the 
Shipping Controller regrets the 
decision arrived at by the Govern- 
ment of Hongkong and feels bound 
to place on record -his view that 
the reasons adduced for that deci- 
sion. donot seemto him to be 
altogether adequate,” 


‘ Phis letter is quoted, and the 
mutter of owners’ remuneration has 
been dealt with in some detail, 
because there has been a wide- 


spread impression that the Hong- 
kong Government had a free hand 
in the matter and had not been 
liberal in its treatment of the 
owners, ‘ 


‘ There were some who did not 
sce cye to eye with the Hongkong 
Government on this question of re- 
» museration, A complaint was 
made to the Shipping Controller in 
London regarding the alleged pre- 
ferentitt treatment accorded to the 
Hongkony controlled ships, in their 
category of tramps, as compared 
with ships classified as liners, The 
Hongkong Government, being 
asked to report, expressed thé 


opinioa that the arguments, which! 


had been advanced in support of 
the conplaint,. were untenable, 
The . Hongkong vessels were 
old and «of inferior class 
and they were. not con- 
sidered seaworthy enough for 
full requisition. For this reason the 
‘cost of upkeep was proportionally 
heavier ‘and -special * concessions 
should be granted. The ages of 
the vessels varied: from 27 to 43 
years, und,as they were not in 
' good condition, constant repairs 
_ Were necessary, gt enormously cu- 
hanced ‘cost compared with pre- 
‘war rates, “The Ministry of Ship- 
ping had pointed ont that. the 
Tevision of tramp rates in’ the 
United Kingdom was. necessary 
largely on account of the cost of in- 
surance, Ip the case of the Hong~ 
kong tramps marie riskg could as 
a rule be insured against for “total 
loss only’ at rates between 10 and 
15 per centum, it being impossible 
to insure “ with average”, whereas 
. the insurance rate forthotwo cargo 
liners under the Scheme was 3.per 
‘centum “for total loss onl :

addressed on March ‘13, 1918, to all 
owners, they were: informed that 
the Government:-would accent all 
war risks, and the question for de- 
cision was whether the Hongkong 
Government should insure or 
whether it should cagry the risk 


flitself, The risk was slight and in- 


surance rates were high, but there 
was a possibility that vessels 
might be fost through the sudden 
appearance of a raider, or the 
placing of explosives in cargo OF 
other enemy action. On the ad- 
vice of the Vital Requirements 
Conimittee the ships were insured 
for three months in the first in- 
stance. The Shipping Control 
Committee obtained from Messrs. 
Goddard-and Douglas 2 valuation 
of cach ship at its then value, the 
total sum for ~the™ fourteen 
ships being £979,000, and 
upon this sum insurance 
premia amounting to $48,716.41 
were paid. At the expiration of the 
three months the Government had 
a sufftcient-sum in hand to form 
the nucleus of a sinking fund, and 
it was decided, again on the advice 
of the Vital Requirements Com- 
mittee, that the Government should 
thereafter.carry the risk. At a 
meeting of the Legislative Council 
on the 17th October, 1918) the 
Cotonial Secretary speaking of the 
Shipping Fund, said:— “The 
moncy is kept for insurance 
ugainst war risk”. eee 

No claim arose at any time: in 
respect of war risk. : 

Making Big Profits. © 

Auother problem which con- 
fronted the.Government was the 
question of the policy to be adopt. 
ed with regard to the running of 
the ships at a profit. Some figures 
regarding certain profits which 
were being made at the time may 
be of interest in this connection. 
The balance sheets of a public com 
pany controlling one of the re+ 
quisitioned steamers show the 
following figures :— 

Capital $40,009. in 800 shares of 
$50 cach. Value of steamer written 
down to $20,000. Profit for the 
years ending in February 1916, 
1917, xnd ~ 1918 respectively 
$163,762, $245,041, $534,339; Divi-. 
dend per share of $50 in respect of 
these years, $183; $275.50, $598; 
and remuncration to Directors and 
Auditor $16,396; $24,524; $53,453. 
This may have been an ‘extreme 
case, but there were other instances 
of very large gains. The Governe 
ment had to decide to what. extent 
it should take advantage of the cx- 
traordinary earning powers which 
the war had given to the steamers 

The Shipping Controller's in- 
structions seemed to be clear. The 
ships which were not required for 
special Government work were to 
be run by tne owners in their 
customary manner: “vessels will 
be left to owners to mun as if for 
themselves butactually for Indian 
or Colonial Governments, The 
Hongkong Control Scheme was to 
he based on the. Liner. Requisition 
Scheme, the instructions regarding 
which were :—"Itis not the desire 
of the Government to interfere 
either with the nature of the busi- 
ness of the Established Line orthe 
method of conducting it which 
would have been followed had the 
controtled vessels not been requisi- 
tioned, except in so far as the 
National interest may require. Each 
Established Line shalt continuc 
therefore to manage its busi- 
ness and to run the controlled 
vessels with as much zeal and shall 
have the same discretion in such 
management as if its own ‘interest 
alone were involved.” 


It was decided that the Govern- 
ment had no option but to charge 
the then market rates. It was true 
that high freights meant inflated 
prices, but market rates were being 
charged in respect of vessels un- 
der Imperial control, and the Com. 
modore had advised that fult 
freight rates should be maintained 
in respect of Liner Requisition 
vessels; and, if the Hongkong 
Government had offered its ships 
below prevailing ‘prices, instruc- 


rtions would no doubt have been 


received from the Shipping Con 
troller that competitors, for exam- 
ple the Indo-China. and . China 
Navigation vessels, must. not be 
undercut. In any event freight 
remitted to.a shipper would not 
have gone. into the consumer's 
pocket. 
point ¢hat the owners were gettin 

5% upon the earnings of the 

ships and they naturally ‘did not 
want those earnings to be reduced. 
It may be mentioned that io the 
case of 2 Ship such as the “Patriot,” 
carrying coal ‘for Governntent ac 
count in respect of which no freight 
was payable, the Government 
allowed the owners to draw com- 
mission on, the sum’ which would 
have been paid for freight ia the

The Government strictly adhered 
to the policy that, in deciding upan 
the ‘various uses for which ‘ships

The Hongkong Control Scheme 
resulted financiatly in.a net profit 
of $2,231,204. The total exp-nditure, 
exclusive of _ war risk insurance, 
amounted to $6,387, 2 somewhat 
striking figure when. it is remem- 
bered that it represents the entire 
cost of controlling seventeen ships, 
with detailed examination of all 
their trading accounts, for the best 
part ofa year. Many a brokerage 
fee for negotiating a single charter 
amounted to a vastly greater sum, 
and, if. the immense amount of 
work done had’ been charged for 
according to the spacious ideas as 
to remuneration in the shipping 
business then prevalent, the profits 
would have been most materially 
reduced. The opportunity may be 
taken to record the very great obli- 
gation which the Colony is under 
to Mr, Sutherland, Mr. Young, 
and MrCary for their devoted work 
on its behalf. Mr. Sutherland and 
Mr, Young received no remunere 
ation of any kind, and Mr. Cary, 
who was responsible forthe control 
and checking of all ship’s accounts, 
was paid at a rate which from a 
business point of view was merely 
nominal. Each member of the 
Controt Committec had to find time 
for the shipping work in addition 
to his own work, which was in itself 
abnormal owing to depletion of 
staffs, and, having regard toall the 
circumstances, it is perhaps note- 
worthy that the critics have found 
such scanty materiat on which to 
base theirdenunciations. Mention 
may also be made of the good work 
performed by.Commander Beck- 
with,R N., Harbour Master, who, as 
Government Coaling Officer, was 
responsible for the very satisfac- 
tory ‘arrangements in. connection 
with the large quantity of coal 
handled. ; 

Under date December 28, 1920, a 
circular despatch was issued from 
the Coloniat Office to the Colonies 
regarding the recently passed Im- 
periat Indemnity Act. It was 
provided in the Act that His 
Majesty in Council might apply its 
provisions to any of the Crown 
Colonies, but the Secretary of State 
pointed out that in the course of its 
passage through the House of Com- 

‘mons the Bill was so aera 
that in its final form it was closely 
bound up with conditions and 
transactions in the United King-’ 
‘dom. It appeared to him that it 
was inexpedient to issue any 
Orders'in Council under the Act, 
and the Colonies were invited to 
consider the alternative of local 
legislation. An’ Indemnity Bill 
was accordingly introduced in the 
Council on the Ist September, 1921. 
‘It was opposed by the owners, who 
were represented by counsel, and 
jt was then decided not to proceed 
further with the matter until the 
return from.leave of Mr. Fletcher 
t who had conducted all negotiations 
with the owners on behalf, of th 
Government. ; 

Mr. Fletcher came back to-the 
Colony at the end of the year 1921, 
and, after further conversations 
with the owners, a proposal that 
half the money held by the Hong- 
kong Government should be re- 
turned to them was put before the 
Unofficial Members of the Legisla- 
tive Council. The owners were 
warned that in any pvent it was 
improbable that the Imperial Gov- 
ernment would be able to accept 
the proposal; but the. Unofficial 
Members rejected it, on the ground 
that, all British ships having been 
treated alike, it would be unfair to 
discriminate in favour of the ships 
which had been. controlled in 
Hongkong. This matter was re- 
ferred td at.a discussion at the 
Colonial Office on - Noveme 
ber, 9, 1922, at which Mr, Burrowé, a 
solicitor representing the owners, 
and Mr. C. R. Burkill, representing 
the ss. “ Patriot” and having an 
interest in the s.s.. “ Wollowra,” 
were present. The following note 
was taken :— ‘ 

“ Reference was made to negotia- 
tions with Mr. Fletcher and to.an 
offer of division of profits on a 
50/50 basis said to have been made 
by the Government of Hongkong 
but tumed down by the Unofficials. 
SirG. Grindle said that any offeron 
the lines referred to above, even if 
it had-been decided upon by the 
Colonial Government, would’ up- 
doubtedly. have failed to secure the. 

Secretary of State’s sanction.”* . 

Indemnity Bill Unavoidable: 
The Hongkong Government had 
Now no alternative:but to pass the 
Indemnity Bill, which accordingly 
became law by a unanimous vote of 
| the Legislative Council ‘on‘August 
18, 1922.. The- Hongkong Govern- 
ment's responsibility. in the matter 
was clearly defined at the interview 
at the Colonial Office’ referred. to 
in thelast paragraph, the note of 
which reads as follows:—” 

“Sir G. Grindle said that belore 
the discussion: went further” it’ 
would in-his opinion be useful if he 
were: to state that.it had -beon 
pecessary for war reasons: for :the 
Government of Hongkong to take 
the action which was taken as-to 
requisitioning . ‘of. ‘ships, “The 
Secretary of State’s attitude as:to 
thia action was “that: either. it

carry. out the deliberate intention 
and -decision. of His .Majesty’s 
Government that shipowners in 
Hongkong and elsewhere in the 
‘Colonies must not be placed in any 
way ina more favourable position 
than shipowners in: this country. 
It had been suggested that the 
action of the Hongkong Govern- 
ment imposed a- special tax on 
shipowners. Sir G. Grindle was 
prepared to admit this, but he 
pointed out that this was a disabilf- 
ty shared in war-time by Hong- 
Kong with home shipowners, and 
that it could not be avoided. He 
observed - that it was only for 
technical reasons, not specially 
affecting Hongkong, that it had 
been decided not to apply the [m- 
perial Indemnity Act to the 
Colonies, and that as a matter of 
fact such a course had. been very 
seriously considered. The Hong- 
kong Ordinance was a piece of 
Imperial policy which no Secretary 
of State was likely to reverse, and 
it was inconceivable that it should 
be disallowed.” ets 
Moller Charges. 

On June 7, 1923 at a meeting 
of the shareholders of Messrs. 
Moller & Co. (Shanghai), Ltd., held 
at Shanghai, Mr, E. Moller referred 
to the Hongkong Government's 
“ unjustifiable scheme, which in its 
pitilessness and relentlessness is 
quite umnparalleled——a scheme 
which has had the effect of. driving 
into liquidation amodest Shanghai 
Shipping Company. which has had 
its Red Anchor flag flying over 
these Chinese waters for over half 
a century.” Mr. Moller did not 
make it clear to what company he 
referred ; it was not Messrs. Moller 
& Co. (Shanghai), Ltd, us that 
company was incorporated in 1918. 
Lioyd’s Register ‘of Shipping for 
the year immediately before the 
outbreak of war does not include 
Messrs. Mollerin the list of ship- 
owners, and ft appears from sub- 
sequent editions of the Register 
that the ships which were named 
by Mr. Moller to his shareholders, 
were acquired at various. dates 
after war began. : ‘ 

In particular connection with the 
Hongkong Controt Scheme Mr. 
Moller mentioned three vessels 
only, . the SS. “Manapouri.” 
“Castleficld” and “ Wollowra” 
and he stated that “the 
audited figures covering the run- 
ning of the steamers under control 
in most’ cases showed a severe 
loss.”"* The Government has‘recei- 
ved statements of::alleged. losses 
in respect of six of the seventeen 
steamers controlled, 

Mr. Moller’s remarks were gene- 
rally supported by Mr. C.° 
Burkill, who said ‘that he could 
confirm them from personal ex- 
perience. - . 

The Government has not accept- 
ed the audited figures, referred to 
by Mr. “Moller, and it is. its ex- 
perience that expert opinion of the 
value of the subject matter of a 
claim varies very considerably 
according: as the:claim is made by 
or against the Government. The. 
following figures ‘may be quoted in 
this connection. The audited 
accounts in respect of two vessels 
gave $10,488 and $36,320 as actual 
losses sustained, exclusive of in- 
terest, over the period April 16, 
1918, to January 31, 1919. These 
vessels were owned ‘by two one- 
ship Companies whose _ balance 
sheets in respect of-theyear Feb., 
1, 1918, to January: 31, 1919, show; 
in the one case profit for the year 
$384,045, remuneration to Directors 
and Auditor $38,424, and dividend 
of $378 per $50. share; and in the 
other case profit for the year 
$214,265, remuneration to Directors 
and Auditor $21,446, and dividend 
of $190.50-per $50 share, the capital 
being $40,000 and the steamer be- 
ing written down to $20,000 in cach 


case, ‘ ee 

‘With. regard to’ Mr. Moller's 
.ships, his audited’ accounts, which 
Have oot. been accepted by the 
Government, show ‘loss sustained 
by ‘owner ‘exclusive -of interest, 
$42,359 in of the

Motller’s thrée ships ;-except that it 
is informed, though it cannot vouch 
forthe fact, that the 5.8. “Wollowsa” 
was sold foramuch larger sum than 
the original purchase price; but it 
is unable to find any evidence in 
support of the allegation that the 
winding up of‘ Mesérs. Moller and 
Co, (Shanghai) Limited is in any 
way duc to the Hongkong Control 
Scheme, ; 
“Confusion of Thought.” 
Thes.s, “ Patriot” was owned by 
Messrs. A. R. Burkill and ‘Sons, 
and at the time when she came 
under the Hongkong Control 
Scheme she wason time charter for 
a period of five years ending in 
1921, ata rate of $12,000 a month. 
With ‘regard to this Messrs. 
Burkili’s agents wrote tothe Ship- 
owners’ Protection Association 
under date the 11th April, 1918:— © 
“S.S,.“Patriot.”. Owing to -the 
abov¥e versel coming under Gov- 


‘ernment Control on or about the 
sth April, 1918, according to the}, 


proposed control rates the steamer 
will be earning $15,010 per month, 
which in this particular case is an 
improvement in the earning cap- 
acity of the steamer”; and on:this 
very same date; the 1th April, 
Messrs. Burkill’s solicitors wrote to] 
the Colonial Secretary stating :— 

“We enclose herewith working 
accounts of the ¢.s. “’Telemachus,” 
“ Pheumpenh,” “ Haimun,” “ Bris- 
bane,” “ Wollowra,” “ Manapouri” 
“Castlefield,” and “Patriot.” From 
a perusal of such working accounts 
it will be seen that, when the re- 
muneration proposed to be paid by 
the Government is placed against 
the working expenses, the result 
is a very substantial monthly loss. 
Unless the Government are pre- 
pared to very substantially increase 
the remuneration bankruptcy or 
liquidation will.be the inevitable 
outcome.”- . 

The Government has not receiv- 
ed the S.S, '‘Patriot’s” audited 
figures, but, whatever results these 
show, Mr, C. R. Burkill has at least 
the consolation that his firm re- 
ceived considerably more remuner~ 
ation in respect of this ship when 
under Government Control than it 
had been feceiving under the 
charter arranged by his firm. 
Messrs. A: R. Burkiil and Sons 
have not presented any claim for 
losses incurred by the s.s.“Patriot” 
or “ Wollowra.” é 

The Dougias Steamship Com- 
pany’s accounts show.that that 
Company was able to pay a diyi- 
dend of [2% anda bonus of 10% in 
respect of the year ending the 
30th June, 1918, and a dividend of 
12% and a bonus of 6% in’ respect 
of the following year, with due 
provision for depreciation, reserve, 
and underwriting in addition. , 

On the other hand there may 
be quoted the case of one vessel. 
which was so crank that crews were’ 
reluctant to go to sea in hér, and it 
was unlikely that ‘Her insurance 
would be renewed. New decks 
were required to obviate claims on 
account.of-fsea—water_spailing tho 
cargo, and on every trip ballast 
had to bo purchased, as the ship 
when light’ was liable to capsize, 
while the ballast had to be taken 
out to, make room for cargo. In 
this case a considerable sum due 
to the Government was. remitted 
“ex gratia.” In two other inst- 
ances special circumstances led to 
a remission of certain, payments 
due. ; . 

The Hongkong Government has 
throughout maintained the position 
that tne majority of, its controlled: 
vessels were old and qut-of-date, 
with excessive coal consumption 
and heavy repair bills, and that 
therefore the owners, being re- 
munerated at the same rate as com- 
petitors operating: more modern 
and up-to-date ships, were.in this 
respect at a decided disadvantage ; 
although the owners of Hongkong 
controlled vessels did pot pay in- 
come tax ‘or excess profits duty. 
The Hongkong Government cannot 
however, agree that the owners 
lost money, and it suggests that, in 
re minds of some owners at least,

| In.a letter addressed’ to .the 
North China Daily News, under date
